(2) (a) Except as provided in Subsection (2)(c), no later than July 1, 2008, the program

benefits shall be benchmarked, in accordance with 42 U.S.C. 1397cc, to be actuarially
equivalent to a benefit plan with the largest insured commercial enrollment offered by a health

maintenance organization in the state.

(b) Except as provided in Subsection (2)(c), after July 1, 2008:

(1) program benefits may not exceed the benefit level described in Subsection (2)(a);

and

(i1) program benefits shall be adjusted every July 1. thereafter to meet the benefit level

described in Subsection (2)(a).

(¢)_The program benefits for enrollees who are at or below 100% of the federal poverty

level are exempt from the benchmark requirements of Subsections (2)(a) and (2)(b).
